8..cap, 44.0b- 
ſerves the Lerrer #. to be ominous to this Hand, producing 
much good or ill, roo long here ro remember; t ut to returns 
Conſtantinople : Saint Andrew firſt preached.here the Chriffien 
faith,to whom ſucceeded 23. Biſhops , untill Saint Alexander, 
who was her firſt Patriarch or Metropulican; for. hee alone 
preſided over all the Greek Churches diſperſed through the 
Orient; his Dioceſſe grew ample cnough' to inable his luc- 
ceilor Fohn- to contend tor the Primacie with the Pope ot 
Rome, about the year 608. in the time of Boniface the thud.

A great partof 
the City is taken up in Gardens and Orchards ( as Garntin 
Planders) fo that it ſhews from the Sea or adjoyning Moun- 
rains like a City in a wood. The ſtreets are for the moſt par 
exceeding narrow, and filled with dead walls belonging to 
rear mens Seraglioes. It hath been much infeſted with 
hquakes; and though rhe air is pretry ſerene, yer that 
boyſtrous Tramonten from the black Sea moſt violently rage: 
here, bringing otten with ir ſuch ftormes of ſnow, that in 
September, ho Fracs then flouriſhing , are ſo overch 

therewith, that their branches break, accompanied with bit 
rer frofts. The plague for the moſt part miſerably infeReth 
this Ciry , brought more by the concourſe of ſtrangers then 
rhe badnefic of the clime, and encreaſcd by the negligence 
the Mehemetens, who ns and ſhun jr nor, bur putting their 
fingers to their forcheads, ſay, their deſtiny is wricren there, 
fo they boldly frequent infefted Perſons, and converſe with 


them promiſcuoufly. The populouſneſle of this City we o” 
gueſle ar by what Zipfus relates out of Benjamin a Tew his dil- 
eourſe of . Viz. Thar the cuſtomes due to the Emperor, 


out of the vitualls and Merchandiſe ſold at Conftantineple 
onely, did amount to 20000.

Diviners or Soot-fayera So Tyranms at farſt did onely figni- 
he a Monarch and abſolute King , bur came afterwards by the 
abuſe of Royall Authority to be rakcn for a cruell and evill 
Prince; Inlike manner rhe word Lacrrones fignified of old 
ſuch as were the guards of Princes; but grew in time by their 
diſloyalry ro be underſtood of Robbers and Thieves. Our of 
the Magi the antients choſe tliem Kings, and chief officers ; 
Cembyſes ſecond Monarch of rhe Medes and Ferfians , at his 

ion into AFgypt, conſtituted P atizithes, ont of the 
uy in his abſence. And the Magi or wiſemen led 
by the ſtar to Bethe/em to adore ouc Saviour were Kings , as

of I8þ arc thoughr to have been ;, but their number is nor cx- 
, much ſec their names, in Scripture; Saint Auguftin 

aith they were three, perhaps led thereunto by the number 
of their gifrs. For their names Franciſcus Maurelicus hath 
rhem in his Martyrologe , agreeing with the written Tables 
annexed to their reputed Tombes in Collein in Germany, viz. 
The firſt was called Melchior, an old grave Perſon, who offe + 
red Gold as unto a King. The "at , Gaſper, @ young man , 
who preſented Frankincenſe as unto God, The third Beſtha« 
747, a Blackmore, who offered Mirrh, as unto a Man ready 
for his Sepulchre.

Saint Peters. Laſtly, the wiſe men came from the Eaſt ; bur 
but Gollein is ſeared Weſt from leruſalem; for Collein hath of 
Longitude 34. 46. why but leruſalem 72, A more probable 
opinion it is,that they were of Arabia, deſcended from A4bra- 
ham by his ſecond wife Ketureh, and this the aforeſaid Table 
allowes; Fiſt, becauſe they came from the Eaſt, and ſo is 
Arabia in reſpe& of leruſalem;, as alſo, becauſe in them was 
fulfilled the Predi&ion of the roya1l Propher, Fſa/m. 72. The 
Kings of Arabia ſball bring gifts. Their bodics arc ſaid by 
Eckius and others to have been tranſlated by Saint Helena, the 
mother of Conſtantine, unto Conſtantinople : From thence 
by Eufftorphtus ray of Millain unto Millain; and finally 
brought unro Collein by Rainoldus Biſhep thereof, An. 1164. 
of which place they may be called Kings rather from their 
Sepulchre then Territory. 

The Brittiþ Magi alſo, or Druides were their Po s 
they rook their name and beginning (* as ſome will _) from 
D1uis, fourth King of Britain, great Grandchuld to Samethes , 
( ſuppoſed to be Meſech Son of Iapher, who ſome make the 
fuſt King here , ſaying he here hiſt of any arrived and peo- 
pled this Ile, An. Mundi 1787, after the Flood 131, years, 
and before the Incarnation of our Saviour 2158. He came 
into Euro erher with Gomer and Fuiſco or Aſchenas foune 
ders of the Weſtern apd Southern Gauls and Germans, He in- 
habited'the North and Eaſt parts of Gaul and Germany, from 
the"Alpes ro the Rhene , from the Pyrene Hills to rhe River 
Seme, and fo to the Brittifh ſhore, and the land it ſclfe) ſuch 
will hare Poers called antiently Bardes(and amung the Welſp 
Barthes to this day ) from Bardus the royal Orpheus of this lle, 
fifth King thereof, and Son to Drus. 

They alſo will have the Magi of all Nations of Brittiſh cx- 
rraRion, taking the icience of divine Philoſophy, and the 
Name too, from Magus Sonne of Samotbes, int rad King 


of Brittgine, the ſume man that ro perperuare his name, builr 
Q3 among

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among the Gauls, Neomagus, Sitzmagur, Rhotomagns, Novis- 
magus, &c. though his Science ſhall our-laſt his Towns. 
Theſe Britriſh Magi, might as well ſend rheir Name as Learn- 
Ing, t© the Falt, their King Sarron ( {ay they ) Sonne to 
Magus, and third King of Brittaine (.to whom they impure the 
firſt foundation of Schools and Vnivecriies in this lile, and 
a phalnnget tn them perſwaded, ſent by Timagen, and others 
of them, the tirſt knowledge of Literature, to Athens and 
Eoypt. Bur it ſeems the Brittz/þ learning, like their weol, 
ehriverh better in a hotrer Cl.me then their own fcr they 
cell us, that Bladud ( 8th King of England, then called Ley- 
gr1a of Locrine, Son of Brute, firſt King of that Diviſien ) 
ſtudied ar Athens, and brought thence four Philoſophers, 
Who profelled the Sciences at Stamford, where he founded an 
Vnirerfiry which flouriſhed rill S. Auguſttnes time , when the 
Pope did iarerdiRt it for Herefics ( perhaps that of Felagius ) 
that then ſprung amongſt rhe Saxons and Brittaines, So M* 
Harding, Slatyer, Pale-Albion, &c. ( though in our more au- 
chenrique hecords, ] find not any thing like an Vniverhty at 
Stamford, till in the Raign of King Edward 3< upon ſome 
contention berween the Ecbera and Northern men in 
Oxford, many of the Scholars removed thither, and there 
held publique Schools of all-forrs of Izarning, bur left ir 
apain, and rerurncd, being co.nmandes lo ro & by the Kings 
Proclamation. & thereupon it was ordained in the Vniverfſity, 
thar the Scholars in taking cf their degrees, ſhould make 
cath, not to read publiquely at Stamford to the prejudice of 
Oxford. ) This King Bladud, was held fo great a Magician, 25 
that he founded Bath, and the three hor medicinable ſprings 
there by his Art. then called C ger Badon, by the o1d Prittons, 
fram Badon or Mons Badonicus not far off, yd\a]a Sizue Hit 
waters, by Proiemy, and by Antoninus, Aque Soit;, relpeRing 
rheir narure. Here B/adud one day prafiiſing Necromancy, 
d-cked himſelf with feathers, and preſum'ng ( Icarus like ) 
ro fly, fel], and brake his neck upon the Temple he had theie 
bile tro Apsfo, He raigned 863 years before the incarnation 
of our Saviour ; from this Bladud, many will have Magic ( his 
great Maſterpiece ) called the Black Art, a far ferch'd Etymos- 
Jogy, but perhapsas well Black Art from Bladud, as Magick, 
from Magus King of Brittajne. Theſe relations are not alcoge- 
ther ro be der;d2d, rhough they ſcem to have been compoſed 
by ſome more afteAionare to the honoux of their Country, 
then 
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then the purity of tory; they are arreſted by learned and 


worthy Yens, and ( though none need to tcign any thing to 
honaur Great Brittaine ( as ſhe lately ſtood ) it's jjuſt luch 
ſhould find more credit, then that impudene Derrattor Poly- 
dore Virgil, that malicioufly compiled her ory to abuſe her, 
by leaving out, nay burning and embezling her beſt and 
moſt ancient Records, Monuments, and Legicr Books, that 
his own might not be contradicted, ( having a large Commits 
ſion under the Great Scal, to make icarch for all Antiques 
that might make for his 71g es ) yer for all this, he hath ill 
luck to write nothing well, fave the life of King Henry the 
ſeventh, whercin he had reaſon to rake alue more paines 
then ordinary, the Book —_ Dedicated to Henry the eight 
his Sonne, though even in that piece he is lo far excellca by 
our cloquenc Lord Verulam, as 1 muſt cither retraQt that Poly- 
dye wrote we'll, or allow it but to make him the betrer foyle 
ro Bacen, who ſhews there was no need of Italian help ro the 
Brattzſh Hiſtory. 

One great Art of the Magi, was the Expoſition of Dreams 
among { them, bclieyed of gran<® importance, holding, that 
though ſleep be the Image of death. Dreams atc the portrai- 
rure of life ; though Caſſius rcaſoning with Bratus about the 
apparition to hun in Sardis, labourcd according to lus Epzga* 
71an ſect, to Father all upon deceprion, and the ſtrength of 
'magination ; ( Plat. in vit, Brut. ) And though Dreams are 
more often Hiſtories then peelages, groundcd upon things 
that are in being, and which we have lcen; for rhe unagina- 
tion which is the Couch and Nurlcry of Dreams, repicſemerh 
commonly what the hath received ; yer Dreams are not a(» 
waycs uf nature, bur alſo of the inipiration of God, as Jacob's 
Ladder, Foſepb's Sun and Moon, and 11 Stars, Pharoahs fat 
and leane Kine, &c, So Richeeme Pilg. Loret, and as D* Brown 
oblerves, Rel. Med. There is ſurely a neerer apprebenſion of any 
thing that delights each of us in our Dreames, then in our waked 
ſenſes, & Pauls poſt, The ſlumber of the body, ſeems ts be but the - 
waking of our ſoules : It is the ligation of our ſenſe, but the liberty

their ſingular Tracts of Sleep. And M. Sendys, in his Come 
mentary upon Ovids Met. |. 11. Defines Dreams, thoſe 1 
which are formed in our flceps by the various diſcurfion. of 
the ſpicitsin the brain ( the ſpicirs being the Chariot of the 
ful) which follow concoion, when the blood is leaſt 
a Q4 rroubled, 
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Troubled, and the phanrafie uninterrupred by aſcending vas 
pours. Theſe rhe Poer divides into three kinds, the one im/- 
rating the Rational, the other the Animal, and the third 
the Inanimate : rhe firſt called Morpheus, which ſignifies Form; 
the ſecond [celos by the Gods, which is {imilitude; but Phobe. 
tor or fear, by Mortals, in regard of the terrors apprehended 
by beaſts and Monſters ; and the laſt Phanraſius, of the Ima 
gination. And as the Cogitations of Princes, far differ from 
thoſe of the vuigar, ſo their Dreams are unvulgar and diffe. 
rent : to this purpoſe M. Howe! in his vocal Forreſt, Oftenrimes 
the conceptions of Kings, are as farre above the Unulgar, as their 
condition is, for being bighey elevated, and walking upon the bat- 
tlements of ſoveraignty, they ſooner recetve the inſpirations of hea- 
Ven. 

As ſleep was creared to iccreate the body, and free the mind 
from eare for a ſeaſon; ſo, Dreams are lomerimes ſent to rer. 
rife the guilry ( as thoſe that the Uſurper Richard the third 
is reported to have had, the night before the great deciding 
barteel at Boſworth field _). Sometimes they are ro confirm the 
good ( as thoſe that the Farl of Richmend ( afterwards King 
Henry the leventh ) had on the aforeſaid nigbrt)) and they are 
not ſeldom propherical ( as they proved to thoſe two Vrin- 
ces. ) So Ovid ( it being the buſineſſe of Poers, in the contem- 
' plation of Nature, to repreſent things that are not as it they 
were ) makes Morpheus preſent her drowned Husband Ceyx, 
ro Alcyone in a Dream, and ”'#ſars wife Calphurnia, toreſaw her 
Husbands T ragedy in her fleep, but examples are innumer- 
able; yer ſuch divine Keiehainns w-re ofren imitated by 
Spirits of darknefſe, to beger a ſuperſtirion, which in the end 
"fo increaſed,that Ariftides compiled an Fphemerides of his own 
Dreams ; and Mithridites cf thoſe of his Concubines. Bur 
the Romans finding rhe inconveniences thercof ( becauſe all 
Dreames withour diſtintion of Cauſes, were drawn to Divi+ 
nation ) forbad the fame by a publique decree, though they, 
more Dey then wiſely, made their Religion and Au- 
guries ever ſerve their occaſions, as Machiavel obierves at large 
in his diſcourſes upon Livie. Much ado I have ro take off my 
hand from deſcribing their method in expounding of Dreams, 
25 to dream of the dead, ſignified receiving of Money, to 
dream of waters andgreen fields, the death of friends, &c. 
As alfo their manner in procuring of Dreams, as wrappi

[ (223) Larr } Lary is a ſandy Kingdem, adjoyning upon 
Suftana, aInioft wholly a Deſert, being for 400. miles roge» 
ther Nerile, full of Jooſe ſand and danger, having high hills 
on each ſide without Graſſe, River, or Herbage. It hath for 
the ſear of juſtice, a City of the ſame name, ſeated under 
the Latitude of 27 degrees and forty minutes North, fourteen 
dayes journey diſtant frem Shiras, This City is ancient, and 
had abour fifty years fince 5009 houſes in her, of which 30co 
were overturned by an Earth quake, 'Tis now famous onely 
for a ſtrong Caſtle, and handſome Buzzer ; the Caſtle is 
built at the Northend, upon an high aſpiring Mountaine, 
well ſtored with Ordnance brought from Ormus: the order 
and Scituation of this Fort and Fabrick, equalizing, if not 
preceding any other in Perſia. Here is a Moſque er Temple, 
tramed in ſome on with Moſaique wotk, and round in figure; 
at the entrance hangs a Mirror or Looking glafſe, wherein 
Mahometans behold their defor mities. This Church lodges the 
great _ named, long buried Prophet Emyr-ally-ſaddey- «- 
meer, whole ſleep ( they lay) has been 1500 years leng in that 
Sepulcher ; they expe his ReſurreRion ſhortly ro wait upon 
Mahomet, of whum he prophefied 5oo years before his birth. 
This Town affords Dates, Orenges, Aqua-vitz, or Atack, 
&c, bur is very ill watered ; ſome Maps place ir by a great 
River, wherein they miſtake ſo cxceedingly, that there is nor 
any River within 100 miles of it ; Rainis alſo a great ſtran- 
per here, not a ſhower ſomtimes in five years, when ir falls, ir 
ings incredible joy and profit to the people, and ſun+burnt 
Country, though ſometimetimes no lefic derriment ; for not 
long fince, ſuch a violent ftorm of Rain unburthened ir ſelf 
near to Techoa, that cauſed fuch a ſuddain deluge and Cara» 
rat, as a Catavan of 2080 Camels periſhed by ir. The

Oritbya to re- 
it upon the Greekes, demanded aid of Sagillus, King of 
che Sgthiens, who ſent her a Noble Army of Horſe, led 
his Son Penaxageres, bur then the Athenians vanquiſhe 
To Orithya ſucceeded Penthefelea, who got fame before Try; 
She being ſlain, her people continued their feminine Empie 
till Alexanders time, their Queen Minthis, alias Thaleſtris, after 
ſhe had obtained 14 days company with him to have iflue by 
him, dyed,and with her, the name of the Amazones : ſo Fuftin.

to be covered with-plumes, for cloaking their prey; and to 
have talons of yulures, for griping and faſt holding'of-their

The Harpyes arc faid to 
have the faces of women, in that Avarice,of which chey are 
che Flieroglyphicks, allures with a beaurcous prerence, bur 
end* in a Serpent; to this alluſior ſome Mychologiſts , and a- 
mong them our excellenr,$andys,reſtrain the whole Fable,ma- 
king Phineus laid to have pur out his lOonnes eyes, in having 
abandoned wifdom and Liberality ; to have loſt his ſight , 
and to ſufter perperuall Famine, in that fo blinded with a va- 
rice, that he could nor fee into hamielt , nor afford himſclf 
the necetlaries of lit-. The Harpyes( called elſewhere his Daugh= 
ters) are his coverous defires, nnt ſuffering him to car of 
the meat that was ſect before him , himiclfe polluting it with 
his ſordid diſpoſition , being infeRed with Solomons evill, to 
have riches,and not a heart to uſe them; therefore rormenced 
with turies, thoſe being ſaid ( as Servius oblerves |) to be 
aſflited with Furies , who covetouſly abſtained from the ule 
of their own , «excellently exprefied by Virgil in the punuh- 
menc of Tantalus Aen. [, 8. Calais and Zetes import a calling 
ot himſelt ro account , and adiligent inquiry into his own 
condition, by a ſpeedy Reformation, expelling thoſe ravenous 
Harpyes, though forbidden utrerly ro deſtroy them , in that 
they are the Logs of lupiter, the Miniſters of his wrath upon 
the Covetous, who arc ever their own Tormentors. Neither 
is this Fable of the Harpyes unnaturally wreſted to Flarte- 
rers, Delators, prodigall Sycophanes and greedy Officers, 
who devour the Treature, and pollute the tame of Princes , 
abuſed in their truſt , and blinded in thcir underſtandings : 
Calais and Zetes are no other then timely advice and {witr 
execurion (* they are therefore winged _) in freeing Courts of 
ſuch Monſters. Natales Comes makes 2 lomwhat ditterent My- 
thologie, underſtanding by the Harpyes, the winds,l, 7. My- 
thol. Du Bertes ( in his third day) called the perty togging 
Lawyers Harpyes; it being a common Metaphor to exprefic 
ally by,that are rapacious, injurious, or blood-luckers of poor 
people. The miſery. Phineus fuſtain'd by them, and his happy 
deliverance from them, are wirttily deſcribed by Ronſard un his 
Hymn of Calais and Zethes.

Fountains and Rivers of water,milk,hony,8 moſt ſweet wine - 
In the midſt of Paradiſe ( as the Alcoran affirms, and the 
Sune deſcribes ) is a Tree called Tuba, as big as all P aradiſe, 
whereof ſome leaves are of Gold , others of Silver, 
and the branches thereof cover the walls of Faradiſe. The 
Suns laycs, that in every lcaf of it, the name of Mahomet is 
writteni, joyntly with the name of God, running thus, Le 
iche ille allah Mahumed razolloa, ( i.e) There is no other 
God but the Lord, and Mahomet is his Meſſenger. The Al- 
choran ( 1, 3.c. 19. in the Chapters of Sacriftces, of Mount 
Singi, of the Glorious,of the Falls, and of Man, 1. 4.) deſcribes 
how theſe Paradiſes are furniſhed, and adorned with Ta- 
Peftries and Bcds, with Curtains and Vallens of Cloath of 
Gold, of Purple, of filk, nor forgetting the Quilts, Chairs of 
Gold, and precious ſtones, &c. Together, after what manner 
the Moores ſhall fit and lic on theſe Beds and Couches, ever 
jocund and merry, not knowing Care or Grief, The aid 
Chapters deſcribe a Fountain in Paradiſe, called Celxebile; 
and another called Zengebila, the waters whereof are whiter 
then ſnow, and {weeter then honey ; bur more eſpecially, 
there is the rare fountain called Alcauzar, ( by a (ingular 
Chaprer Al.l. 4.) reſerved for Mahomer alone, though a 
ſtravge ingrofſement ; for he ſaith it is 70000 days journcys 
in length and vreadth(90000 is a frequent number with him) 
and the water hereof purer and ſweeter then of the reſt» In 
rhis Fount are many Bowls, Glaſſes, and drinking Veſſels,

They muſt needs rake ic 
diſcourteouſly 5 nay inſtead of Glory and Pleaſure, he gives 
them anger and forrow, which they muſt n*cefiarily feel 
when they ſee their Husbands which they had in this world, 
embracing other women fifty years rogerher, and they letr 
comfortletle like Widows. Such is the abſurd glory of Ma- 
homers delutfive <p wh yer with theſe fooleries is halt the 
world bewitched, the impoſtor cunningly debelling ani 
forbidding all learning, left the light thereof thould dilcover 
the groflcneſs of his ablarditics. as it ſurely doth in thole 
few that can artrain ir, under ſo ſtrift a reſtraint ; as Avicen 
that great Philoſopher and Phyfitian, who flourithed abour 
$oe years ſince, when Mahometiſme had not yet utterly cx- 
ringuiſhed all gocd lircrature, who was by linage an Arebian 
of a Royal houſe, in Religion a Mahometan, but by Country 
and Habitation a Spaniard, and Prince ( as ſowe writc) ct
